On the 27th of July last, Judge Kauo com- 


mitted Passmoro Willi;inison to Moyamemsing 
Prison, in Philiulelphia, for aa allogeil "con 
tempt," and tlior.o has ho kept him confined, 
until Saturday lust, when, forced by the majes- 
ty of public opinion, ho unlocked the prison 
d'oors, and bade his victim walk forth from the 
dark cells where ho had been so long confined, 
in defiance of every principle of Justice, and 
every shadow of right. 


The case stands simply thus : Sir. William- 


son waa adjudged guilty of contempt of court, 
and was even declared by the judge to be guil- 
ty of perjury, because he made oath that Jane 
Johnson and her sons were not in his custody, 
wherefore he could uot pro-luce them. This 
was his "crime," this return, (which was tho 
simple truth) the "contempt" for which he has 
been so wrongfully imprisoned by Judge Kniie, 
who has become a public mark of odium and 
scorn. 


After being held in prison for such contempt 


for the period of three months and one week, 
Mr. Williamson is at lai*t allowed to amend his 
former answer by uiuking oath simply that he 
did" not produce these persons "because it was 
impossible to do so." 


With regard to tho essential identity be- 


tween-tliese two answer?, comment is needless. 
They are, in fact, literally the same, and only 
show that Judge Kano was anxious to seize 
any pretext that might enable him to escape 
from the dilemna into which he had forced 
himself, and which had aroused such universal 
and wide-spread indignation throughout the 
entire Xorth. 
Wlu-n Mr. Williamson appear- 


ed before Judge Kane, last Saturday, he peti- 
tioned for leave to appear before the court.and 
purge himself of that contempt because uf ichich 
he was imprisoned. 


"When this petition was presented, the dis- 


trict attorney contended that the word • 'legally" 
should be inserted, so as to make Mr. William- 
son admit that he was legally incarcerated, 
which, of course, he would never have done. — 
But so desirous was Judge Kane of extricating 
himself from the detestable position in which 
ho stood that he overruled the proposal.and al- 
lowed the petition to pass as it was. 
Then Mr. 


Williamson was to ansvs-er why ho had not 
produced the bodies of Jano Johnson and her 
children as required by tho original writ. To 
this interrogatory his reply was simply "be- 
cause it was impossible." 
Here again the dis- 


trict attorney sought to go further and compel 
him to answer whether ho would have produc- 
ed them had it been possible, but this the judge 
also excluded, and upon this answer released 
tho prisoner." 


Thero is no question but that this high-hand- 


ed outrage, perpetrated upon a free-born citi- 


zen, 
by a corrupt and degraded Judiciary, has 


done much towards arousing tho Northern peo- 
ple to a sense of their duty, and awakened them 
to a knowledge of the necessity of decided and 
determined action, yet still, as the New York 
Tribune says, it has deeply shocked the pub- 
lic confidence in tho administration of justice 
in general, and in the efficacy of our laws to 
secure the most sacred rights, and it is also true 
that a judge like Kane does more at a single 
blow to shake the social fabric and retard the 
progress of a people, than the vices of private 
criminals in half a century. 


In any other northern city than Philadelphia 


such an outrage as that of which, for more 
than tlie quarter of a year, Mr. Williamson 
has been the victim, would have provoked pub- 
lic disturbance. Certainly there never was an 
occasion in which a revolutionary remedy would 
have seemed more truly justifiable. 
But _the 


result, as it now stands, puts those in the right 
who hold that violence should never be em- 
ployed even for aright end. Passmoro Will- 
iamson comes from this prison at tlio peaceful 
fi.it nf public opinion — released by the justice 
of his cause and by the voluntary submission of 
tho tyrant who immured him.

He saw tho bandit, but tho latter would 
not release tho Bishop until a promise to pay

Bishop, was given him. His lordship statas 
that he was treated with perfect respect while 
in custody.'1
